Said Byrd, mindful of ' 

J. Edgar Hoover’s 45-year 
reign, no director should 
become "an autocratic 
dictator" nor should the 
FBI become "a political 
police force." 

Byrd pointed out that 
by restricting an FBI 
director to one term, the 
director would be pre- 
vented from "campaigning" 
to extend his tenure in- 
definitely, a Hoover prac- 
tice with many sad and 
thus far unrevealed 
excesses. 

Under the Senate bill, 
which has gone to the 
House for consideration, 
the director of the FBI 
would be subject- to dis- 
missal at the discretion 
of the President.
